W hile glow ing rep o rt 
have reached us of well organizec 
e ffo rts having been p u t fo rth to re 
move all living cotton a t an earL 
date, from en tire counties. noU bi 
those of Nueces and C am eron, ar. 
while we know th a t in o th er sections 
farm ers have conducted m ore o r les 
extensive cam paigns; 
yet. 
undet 
o rdinary conditions, and on a seal 
never before attem pted, one hundre* 
per cent co-operation is hardly to b 
expected, and 
fu rth e r, 
over 
ai. 
extensive acreage, 
even w ith the* 
best of intentions, 
it 
is in ev iu b le 
th a t a t least some grow ing plants 
o u t of w ay 
places, should con 
tinue to breed and feed weevils un 
frost. 
Second: As stated in our 
previous rep o rt, the weevil is forced 
into inactivity a t a tim e correspond 
ing 
roughly 
to 
o u r 
first killing 
frosts, from which tim e they exist in 
_ sem i-living sU te and w ithout food, 
fo r a period of several m onths, when 
they em erge in spring to renew in ­ 
festation. 
T hird: 
Few 
of thee*, 
weevils pass the w inter in this inac­ 
tive condition in the open field, bul 
m igrate, w hen w arned o f approach­ 
ing w inter, to well protected shelters 
such as trash and lodged grass along 
fences, ditches, brush and woodland 
and Spanish 
moss. F o u rth : 
Even 
in these 
sheltered 
places, 
only a 
small percenU ge 
of 
those finding 
q u arters, successfully pass the win­ 
ter. 
Those so living until spring, 
how ever, are able ancestors to the

B asing our recom ­ 
m endation upon 
these 
facts, we 
would strongly urge th at, in all com­ 
m unities in which a fall clean-up has­ 
been practiced, the sam e determ in a­ 
tion continue this w inter to head o ft 
fu tu re boil weevil dam age, b u t along 


d ifferen t line.

rash along

ditches, wood 
nd brush land, w herever it may bo 
afely and reasonably don**, ghoul i 
e burned. 
In m ost of these situa- 
ions, the loss of organic m atter by 
urning will be a m inor considera- 
ion,though we w ouldn’t subscribe to 
in indiscrim inate program of burn 
ng crop residue. 
B urning should 
Te done w ith the same co-operation 
and thoroughness with which the fab 
clean-up was practiced. 
In com m un­ 
ities w here no fall clean up was fol­ 
lowed, profitable r e s u lt will follow 
from w inter burning alone. We feel 
that w in ter burning should not be 
gin previous to Jan u ary first, b u t af 
te r th a t tim e, may be done with good 
esults in m ost 
sections as late a< 
March first, and in m any sections 
som ew hat late r, 
although 
delay in 
turning may result in lost opportun­ 
ities because 
of 
unexpected rains 
For the extrem e southern p a rt of tho 
Ttate, as in the 
Rio G rande Valley, 
the tem p eratu re is sufficiently hi-h 
to keep the cotton plant grow ing, 
and the weevil 
feeding 
and even 
breeding to some extent. 
H ere, w ee­ 
vil control is largely a m atter of con 
tinued starvation, and in addition To 
burning over w aste places as a win­ 
te r m easure, we would urge, w here 
live cotton has been plowed up, th at

reliance 
on a second 
grow th from this y ear’s fields for 
next y ear’s crop be foregone, that 
neighbors, not having previously cut 
th eir cotton, be induced to do so at 
once;

and other like 
precautions taken th a t for a t least a 
m onth b efore any cotton is planted,
